I am greatly disturbed that my federal 
riding of Calgary Centre will become a 
battlefield of right-wing politics over the 
next few months. The last federal election 
demonstrated that over forty per cent of the 
voters in Calgary Centre supported left-of- 
centre or liberal compassionate 
philosophies. At the next federal election, 
that figure will surely increase due to the 
large number of newcomers from the east 
who have settled in Calgary over the past 
three years. The community of Calgary 
Centre must reflect those values of 
compassion, respect, equality and 
inclusion. I shudder at the prospect of the 
continued reactionary American 
Republican views and intolerance adopted 
by the current MP, Eric Lowther. His 
continued attack on children’s rights, the 
women’s movement, the achievements of 
rights earned by gays and lesbians, his lack 
of support for our cultural industries and 
artists, justice matters, as well as his 
tossing aside the reality of the global

Taking Stock 


Preston Manning proved _ too 
moderate for Canadian Alliance Party 
voters on July 8 as the long-time Reform 
Party leader lost the runoff vote by a 
landslide to his youthful rival, Stockwell 
Day. 

In an historic victory, Day won the 
leadership of Canada’s most conservative 
national party, taking sixty-three percent 
of the votes. 

Day’s social conservatism and anti- 
gay record are contentious issues among 
gay and lesbian communities across the 
country. As a Cabinet member and 
Member of Parliament in Alberta since 
1986, the Christian school administrator 
has vehemently opposed the inclusion of 
sexual orientation in the province’s 
human rights laws. He has also expressed 
his support of invoking the 
“notwithstanding” clause, which 
overrides the Supreme Court of Canada’s 
precedent of including gay and lesbian 
citizens in anti-discrimination 
protections. 

To his defense, two of Day’s gay 
apologists, Martin Masse and Gilles 
Guenette, wrote in the National Post that, 
“The reality is that this gay thing is a 
complete non-issue. Virtually all those 
who have mentioned it are heterosexual 
opponents of Mr. Day, within or outside 
the party, and they have used it as the new 
politically correct shortcut to painting 
someone as irredeemably ‘extremist’ and 
unfit to run for office in nice, tolerant 
Canada. ...As members of this officially 
oppressed minority, we feel it is our duty 
to set the record straight and tell 
heterosexual do-gooders that no, they 
don’t need to protect us from this man.” 

Although his colleagues have long 
maintained that Day’s personal beliefs 
remain detached from his political 
actions, it has been difficult for the gay 
community to distinguish the two in light 
of comments made earlier in Day’s 
political career, particularly his referral to 
AIDS as a warning from God against 
sodomy. 


Day was recently challenged to a 
debate by several high-profile gay rights 
groups who hope to draw out his true 
thoughts on gay and lesbian issues before 
the next federal election. Both EGALE 
(Equality for Gays and Lesbians 
Everywhere) and British Columbia’s 
Rainbow Coalition are among the groups 


who plan to embark on a campaign of 


letter-writing, media awareness and 
aggressive questioning in public forums 
where Day’s views are involved. 

It remains to be seen whether or not 
Day’s anti-gay reputation will limit the 
national success of the Alliance Party. 
His fiscally conservative policies and 
plans for improving federal-provincial 
relations have garnered considerable 
support from party members, who have 
their sights firmly set on Parliament Hill.

Gay culture—especially since 
Stonewall—has never been exactly subtle 
in what it wants and expects from the 
world. Indeed, it could be argued that, with 
the spread of a homogenized homo-identity 
in the 1970s and 80s, the gay world has 
become tiresomely predictable with its on- 
going focus on youth and beauty and its 
insatiable demand for representations of 
itself as something other than sexually 
obsessed and emotionally detached. 

More recently, the 1990s have seen the 
rise of a more broad and thoughtful 
approach to relationships between gay 
men, and in the ways we look at each other 
both physically and emotionally. This can 
be seen not simply in the explosion in 
varieties of gay porn on the Web—where 
every sort of physical type, age and 
obsession is catered to—but also in the 
queer literature and art of our time, with 
writers such as Andrew Holleran and 
Edmund White moving away from an 
obsession with youth in their novels of the 
1970s and into emotional trauma and 
physical limitations in their novels of the 
late 90s. 

These changes may be nothing more 
than a reflection of the aging 
babyboomers—now approaching their 
sixties—who dominate the media in North 
America. Or it may be, more 
fundamentally tied to a wider cultural need 
within the gay community to reinvent itself 
in the face of struggles that have been 
largely set aside, dismissed or even 
resolved. Obsessions with youth and 
beauty, after all, can only take you so far 
when your real and immediate concern has 
become, securing a pension for your 
significant other. 

It’s with this climate of change in mind 
that I approached my meeting, one July 
evening a few weeks ago, with Bill 
Brumbalow. Brumbalow is in his second 
year as president of the local chapter of an 
organization called Prime Timers 
Worldwide, a group founded in 1987 by a 
retired Texas professor named Woody 
Baldwin. According to their website, it’s 
dedicated to providing “mature gay and 
bisexual men, and their admirers, with 
opportunities to come together in a 
supportive atmosphere in order to enrich 
their lives with social, educational, and 
recreational activities.” 

“Prime Timers opened its Edmonton 
chapter in 1991,” Brumbalow says over 
coffee on Whyte Avenue, accompanied by 
his partner of thirty years, Gordon. 

“The first Canadian chapter was in 
Vancouver and it’s been moving 
progressively further east ever since. There 
are now chapters in Winnipeg, Toronto 
and, soon, in Halifax as well.” 
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So what’s Prime Timers about, 
exactly? Brumbalow considers it much 
more than a social club for senior members 
of the gay and bisexual community (and, 
indeed, the local chapter allows anyone 
over the age of forty to join—meaning I’m 
just two years away from potential 
membership). Young men, too, may get 
memberships through the sponsorship of 
someone older. 

“In Prime Timers you’re able to meet 
people from all walks of life.” Brumbalow 
says. “Many of the members are 
professionals or retired professionals, but 
there are also people with all sorts of 
different life experiences.” 

Prime Timers seems to be more about 
the sharing of those experiences across 
generations than it is solely about 
socializing, and in many respects (after my 
conversation with Brumbalow) I was left 
with a sense of the importance of the group 
as a historical and cultural resource for a 
gay community such as Edmonton’s, where 
a sense of the past seems non-existent prior 
to the late 1970s. The sharing of what it 
meant to be “queer” in generations before 
Flashback and The Roost is essential to 
understanding the way the local world has 
unfolded. 

“We have a meeting every second 
Sunday, except during July and August, in 
the Unitarian . Church,” explains 
Brumbalow. “Those meetings might 
include a guest speaker or just a general 
discussion.” 

As well, the over fifty different 
chapters across North America—and the 
few in Europe and Australia—allow for the 
same sort of networking between older 
gays as the club scene offers younger ones. 
Members of the community here in 
Edmonton keep in contact with, and relate 
to, members in other cities through a 
monthly newsletter that keeps them 
informed of the goings-on in the different 
chapters and also lets everyone know about 
the bi-annual convention, which takes 
place every two years in a different city. 
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“The 1999 


convention was in 
Washington D.C., and the 2001 convention 
will be in Palm Springs; 2003 is scheduled 
for Houston,” Brumbalow says. 


But, lest we -not forget, fags— 
regardless of age or interest in the 
social/political issues of the day—still like 
to party, and the Edmonton chapter of 
Prime Timers maintains a rigorous 
schedule of events. Everything from an 
annual barbeque (hosted the last few years 
by Brumbalow and his partner on their land 
just south of the city) to movie nights, from 
Sunday brunches to nights out at the 
Citadel Theatre, from trips to the Devonian 
Gardens to hikes in the river valley. 

“As well,” Brumbalow says with a bit 
of a grin, “every year at Mardi Gras, Prime 
Timers Worldwide books an entire hotel in 
New Orleans. It’s great, let me tell you!” 

Obviously, with the benefit of a few 
years under one’s belt comes the benefits of 
a bit of cash, and trips like New Orleans are 
a single example of additional sojourns 
available to P.T. members, including 
cruises and conventions. 

Brumbalow also points out that 
anyone who wishes to join Prime Timers 
Worldwide but doesn’t have a local chapter 
(like Calgary, for instance) are able to join 


ay life 


as an “independent member.” Full details 
may be found at the P.T.W. website (listed 
at the end of this story) but, in a nutshell, 
joining as an independent member entitles 
you to the newsletter and also allows you to 
visit any chapter or affiliate in any city and 
participate in their activities and events. 

When our coffee’s finished, Bill and 
Gordon walk with me down Whyte Avenue 
for a few blocks. Gordon relates a detailed 
history of all the old heritage buildings— 
what used to house what, who used to do 
work and carouse in each—and I’m struck 
by how much knowledge he has of this 
venue when it used to be a real 
neighbourhood, without the bars and 
vomiting suburbanites on a Saturday night. 
He’s added a sense of place and history to 
a city where I’ve lived most of my life, and 
when the three of us part ways I’m much 
the better for his knowledge. Others could 
do worse to consider the same sort of 
contact with PTers.

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B.C.: partial Pride 


Despite being a leader in areas of 
tolerance, British Columbia has taken a 
step backward as several municipal 
politicians across the province have 
refused to acknowledge gay Pride days. 

In Terrace, city councillors refused to 
sign a gay Pride proclamation in a move 
that disappointed a local tolerance 
committee. 

Terrace Mayor Jack Talstra stated that 
such a refusal was a matter of weighing 
public opinion against obligation to the 
community. 

“As far as I’m concemed it has already 
been done,” said Talstra in reference to the 
premier’s declaration of a province-wide 
Pride Week. : 

That a number of communities, 
particularly Terrace, have refused to follow 
suit is of concern to Maureen Bostock, 
spokesperson for Terrace’s tolerance 
committee. 

“TI think gay Pride day serves so 
importantly in the community in terms of 
making this a safe place for young gays 
and lesbians,” she said. “They’ve missed 
an opportunity... to stand up and be 
counted.” 

Terrace is not the only municipality 
whose gay and lesbian youth will miss 
- opportunities due to official refusals to 
acknowledge gay Pride. In Fort St. John, 
Mayor Steve Thorlakson refused to 


notarize a gay Pride declaration on 
religious grounds. 

Even those municipalities that 
officially recognize gay Pride have their 
share of dissent. Four Nanaimo councillors 
left council chambers as Mayor Gary 
Korpan declared August 5 lesbian, gay, 
bisexual and transgender Pride day. 
Despite reading the proclamation, Korpan 
went on record as opposing it. 

Last month, Kelowna Mayor Walter 
Gray’s refusal to proclaim a gay Pride day 
did little to deter those who showed up for 
the city’s Pride parade, which went ahead 
without being officially supported by city 
council. It did, however, garner attention 
from a B.C. Human Rights Commission 
tribunal, who issued a light reprimand. 

No events have been proclaimed on 
behalf of the city since the tribunal’s 
action.

There are many more gay movies on 
the horizon. Some are already 
completed, while others are in various 
stages of development. But nowhere 
among them are two projects that have 
haunted Hollywood for years. They are 
known in the industry as “the lost gay 
projects.” 

The first is The Front Runner, a gay 
love story from the 1970s. It was written 
by Patricia Nell Warren and became a 
runaway hit not only with gay audiences 
but with mainstream readers as well. It’s 
the story of an ex-marine who becomes a 
track coach at a small college. 

He hid his homosexuality from his 
fellow marines and has created a safe 
closet for himself with his academic 
colleagues. That is, until the day that 
Billy Sive, an incredible runner and 
Adonis, arrives in class. 

It doesn’t take long for coach and 
athlete to fall in love. There are some 
very interesting twists in this love story, 
which culminates in a gut-wrenching 
ending. 

Paul Newman was one of the first 
actors to show an interest in playing the 
coach and a young Richard Thomas 
(fresh from his TV success as John Boy 
Walton) was the first choice to play his 
Billy. 

But not even Newman could get the 
film a ‘green light.’ 

There are definitely shades of Death 
in Venice in The Front Runner, except 
that the coach is anything but frail; he’s 
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still a virile older man. And this is what 
worried Hollywood. 

This is not just a gay love story but 
a gay love story between an older man 
and a much younger man. Richard Gere 
recently expressed interest in reviving 
the project, as did Tom Hanks, but the 
interest stage is the furthest it has gone. 

The Front Runner is certainly a 
more positive picture of gay love than, 
say, Marlon Brando lusting after the 
hunky marine who rides naked in the 
woods in Reflections in a Golden Eye.

Normal Heart. It was the first to deal so 
candidly with the disease. 

Barbra Streisand tried for almost ten 
years to get the film made.

It’s a familiar scenario to anyone who’s 
ever been in a relationship that’s lasted 
longer than an erection.

each of us has chosen, 
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embrace a sexuality that will put us beyond 
the pale of ‘traditional society,’ that will, as 
often as not, cause our families great pain 
while forcing each of us to rethink the 
conventional dreams that are often our 
parents’ most enduring legacy. 

In short, let’s assume that we’ve all 
chosen to be gay. 

In a world where we enjoy the right to 
choose where we live, our careers, our hair 
colour, our friends, our partners, our drinks 
and even, the heavens forfend, our political 
and religious affiliations, what’s the big 
deal? 

Does any government, regardless of the 
will of the people, have the right to deny us 
our basic rights and liberties for making 
choices that don’t involve any illegal 
activity? 

Well, by Stockster’s dim lights, it 
appears they do. How else can one account 
for his conversation recently with a 
Toronto-based gay magazine in which he 
said, as leader of the nation, he would 
invoke the “notwithstanding” clause, should 
the courts ever rule in favour of gay 
marriage. Only then, he claimed, could the 
subject be moved into the arena of public 
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debate, and such a decision should always 
be left to the public to make, he concluded. 

Now, it would be logical here to discuss 
whether or not the fact that slavery was 
supported by the majority of the states (in 
what became the Confederate side in the 
American Civil War) rendered slavery right, 
but it would also be an utter waste of time.

Finally, if all that counts in this world is 
the will of the majority, is it unreasonable to 
assume that, at some future point, in a world 
where the majority grows daily more sick 
and tired of sanctimonious born-again 
religious zealots imposing their 
legitimately-held-but-minority beliefs on 
the world at large, this particular worm 
could turn—and with a vengeance? 

So, let the Stockster blather ad 
nauseum about his belief that 
homosexuality is a ‘chosen’ lifestyle. I take 
comfort in the fact that I know, deeply and 
personally, how wrong he is—and I choose.

So without an official forum in which 
to meet my fellow homos, I had to flip on 
the gaydar and begin the hunt. With the 
exception of a discreet 
independent Canadian documentary 
filmmakers (and, of course, innumerable 
hospitality workers), there were no 
discernable queers. 

In fact, the queerest thing I saw was 
American rebel documentary filmmaker 
Michael Moore sauntering across the 
concourse of the Banff Springs Hotel. 
The pudgy, bespectacled ballcap-clad 
Moore is best known for his film Roger 
and Me, in which he examined the socio- 
economic impact of General Motors

While Moore is himself not gay, he has 
illuminated the ludicrous nature of 
homophobia on two U.S. network shows, 
TV Nation and The Awful Truth. On the 
former program he created a segment that 
featured a gay men’s chorus serenading 


the notoriously anti-gay Republican 
politician Jesse Helms. For The Awful 
Truth, Moore put together the 


Sodomobile, a RV full of gay men 
travelling across the States in an effort to 
thwart the misguided work of Rev. Fred 
Phelps. For those who don’t know 
(ignorance can most definitely be bliss) 
Phelps is the minister who coordinates 
gatherings of his followers to picket gay 
men’s funerals with signs that feature 
such charming slogans as “God Hates 
Fags.” 

Had I arrived at the festival a day 
earlier, I may have had actual contact 
with an actual homo at a writing forum 
that featured some of the writing staff 
from Frasier. Alas, being on the 
whirlwind tour of Banff (three nights/two 
days) this was not possible. 

The cocktail parties I did attend were 
spooky in ways that confirmed no gay 
people could possibly have been involved 
in their planning. Party number one was 
a scary karoake affair, which saw such 
delights as a completely thrashed high- 
ranking network executive belt out a 
tribute to Barry Manilow. (No self- 
respecting fag would do this, as any diva 
worth his tiara would dismiss Manilow as 
nothing but a second-banana to Bette 
Midler.) 

The other big event that consumed an 
entire evening was something called the 


Great Western Barbecue—a big hairy. 


misnomer. For starters, it wasn’t “great.” 
In fact, it ran perilously close to 
inadequate. And further, as a resident of 
Vancouver—that little city on the Pacific 
Ocean—I found it a little difficult to 
conceive of the Rockies as being 
“western.” However, there were big slabs 
of meat touched by fire and copious 
amounts of beer, so at least the word 
“barbecue” held some meaning.

the product they are promoting. There is 
an emphasis on producing programs that 
have universal appeal—this factor often 
superceding originality or creativity. 
This is because, unlike other sources of 
entertainment such as movies and 
concerts (which are sought out by an 


individual) TV is beamed directly into 
our homes at a nominal fee. In short, it is 
by far the most invasive medium in 
Western culture. 

And industry types are extremely 
cautious of offending anyone—especially 
anyone who is likely to go out and 
support the advertisers who buy space 
around their “universally appealing” 
shows. 

In the past decade, Hollywood has 
produced two incredibly funny sitcoms: 
Frasier and Will & Grace.- Both have 
high queer quotients. Will & Grace (for 
the six people who haven’t tuned in) is 
the story of a friendship between a gay 
man and a straight woman, and features 
one of the best ensemble casts to grace 
the tube in years. Frasier, thanks to input 
on the writing by executive producer Joe 
Keenan (the openly gay author of My 
Blue Heaven and Putting On The Ritz), is 
the queerest show to ever feature a cast of 
straight characters. 

There is a queer sensibility and it is 
one in which wit reigns supreme. And I 
can think of no better attribute for a TV 
program. It’s too bad the deal makers 
don’t seem to share this opinion.

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B.C. looks at gay marriage 


In a move that could set a national 
precedent, British Columbia Attorney 
General Andrew Petter has asked the BC 
Supreme Court for a declaration on the 
legality of gay marriage. 

The petition stems from a marriage 
application that was received from 
Cynthia Callahan and Judy Lightwater in 
May. Rather than reject the couple’s 
application as it usually does, the Vital 
Statistics office decided to seek a legal 
opinion. 

“The only choice was to deny the 
license or seek the advice of the court,” 
said Petter on July 20. “Given the 
uncertainty of the law and the importance 
of the issue, I believe we should seek 
guidance from the courts before making a 
determination that could otherwise deny 
people their constitutional rights.” 

Petter argues in the petition that in 
light of recent legal rulings, to deny 


marriage licenses to gay and lesbian 
citizens would be in violation of the 
Charter of Rights and Freedoms. 

John Fisher, executive director of 
EGALE (Equality for Gays and Lesbians 
Everywhere) offered his support, stating 
that, “This is the first time a Canadian 


government has ever expressed the view 
that same-sex couples should have an 
equal right to marry.” 


ON THE HORIZON? 


Should the courts rule in favour of 
same-gender marriage it would mark a 
milestone in the struggle for equal rights 
for gays and lesbians across Canada.

concept of marriage is defined federally. 
Common-law currently recognizes 
marriage as being between “one man and 
one woman.” Same-gender couples may 
have already won many of the economic 


benefits of marriage, but same-sex 
marriages are not yet officially 
recognized. 


Still, B.C. Human Rights Coalition 
president Ken Smith expressed his 
optimism. 

“The majority of Canadians support 
equal marriage rights for same-gender 
couples,” he said. “I’m glad our 
government is in sync with the people of 
BC and recognizes that it’s time to put an 
end to this archaic exclusion.” 

Peter Cook and Murray Warren, a : 
gay couple whose application for a 
marriage license was declined in 
December 1998, are also listed in the 
petition. Petter expects other gay and

All that jazz. All that sun. All that 
gay nightlife. Without a doubt New 
Orleans is a musical, mystical, fun place 
that you just can’t get enough of. During 
my July visit, the average daytime 
temperature was 100+° and at night it 
hovered between 85° and 90°—with 
humidity to make your clothes cling before 
you even hit the dance floor. The city’s 
French Quarter is one of the gay meccas of 
the world and that famous southern 
hospitality oozes from the heart of the 
community. Even though it wasn’t Mardi 
Gras, the renowned party atmosphere was 
more festive than anywhere I’ve ever been 
before. The famous Bourbon Street was 
unofficially closed to traffic every night 
after about 9 p.m., simply because it was 
impossible for vehicles to move through 
the throngs of party animals. Each night 
there is a crush of people strolling along 
with drinks in hand, encouraged by the 
sounds of incredible jazz or Cajun music 
escaping from the doors and windows of 
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every bar, restaurant, and night club. 
Within the French Quarter, there are some 
twenty-plus gay bars, restaurants and night 
clubs all within a few minutes’ walking 
distance of each other. Each one is full to 
capacity and in full party mode almost 
every night of the week. Such excess is 
more than most can handle in one week— 
though it just leaves you wanting more 
during another visit. 

Accommodation in New Orleans can 
prove to be a major decision even before 
you leave home. If you like to be in the 
heart of the action then staying in the 
French Quarter is a must. Here you have a 
choice of about twenty gay or gay-friendly 
bed and breakfasts and small hotels. Most 
low season (June/July/August and early 
Dec) rates begin around $59 US/night with 
high season rates starting at $89/night. My 
choice was the Frenchmen Hotel just on 
the eastern edge of the French Quarter, at 
$59 US per night including continental 
breakfast. This proved a wise decision 
because of the courtyard swimming pool 
and jacuzzi, which allowed for a refreshing 
dip after suffering through the heat of the 
day and _ night. The staff were 
exceptionally gay friendly and helpful and 
the guests were mixed—about fifty percent 
were families and the rest were gays and 
lesbians. Based on some local advice 
given for a totally gay experience, you may 
want to consider the smaller Ursuline 
Guest House or Bon Maison in the heart of 
the gay French Quarter. The St. Peter 
Guest House, the Royal Barracks and 
Macarthy Park Guest House are 
completely gay and only a short walk or 
cab ride from the bar scene. All are 
moderately priced and room rates usually 
include a continental breakfast buffet. 
Wherever you choose to stay you can be 
sure to experience the historic charm of the 
old architecture and period furnishings 
combined with modern facilities. 


Dining in the quarter provides every 
experience you can possibly imagine and 
features ethnic delights to suit every 


palate. Locally, Creole, Nouvelle Creole, © 


Cajun and Louisiana cuisine are the 
highlights. Creole dishes include 
jambalaya and gumbo, truly local 
specialties available almost everywhere 
you dine, while Nouvelle Creole is a 
lighter, more inventive fusion style of 
cooking. Cajun is actually a corruption of 
Acadian, referring to the French Canadian 
immigrants who found safe haven in 
Louisiana after being expelled from Nova 
Scotia in 1755. Louisiana cooking is a 
combination of all dishes and, of course, 
includes southern fried chicken and 
shrimp. Some of the gay or gay-friendly 
restaurants of note are Moon Wok and 
QSR. QSR boasts great atmosphere, 
although there is no liquor license so you 
have to “brown bag” your refreshments 
(which is totally acceptable). Entreés at 
this establishment run between $6.99 and 
$12.95. Lucky Cheng’s will entertain you 
with its drag queen waitresses—or is that 
waiters? Perhaps the most colourful of all 
is the pink-walled Clover Grill, which is 
open twenty-four hours a day and serves 
“all-day” breakfast. This may prove 
important, as the parties seem to last 
throughout the night and well into the next 
day. Clover’s waiters and cooks will insult 
you and camp it up as they serve you 
excellent individually prepared meals in 
the traditional diner fashion. This is a must 
to experience at any hour of the day or 
night, especially since the most expensive 
menu item is only $6.99—a real bargain in 
New Orleans. The key thing is to venture 
out and explore, because every restaurant 
in the French Quarter is gay friendly and 
the choice of atmosphere is enormous. 
When you’re ready for the nightlife 
it’s a veritable smorgasbord of 
possibilities, too many to mention here. 
You may wish to begin at the gay heart of 
the quarter on Bourbon Street, with 


Bourbon Pub and Oz. Located directly 
across the street from one another, these 
two establishments are guaranteed to put 
you in the southern party mode. Both are 
split up over two levels with upper 
balconies that allow you to view the 
Bourbon Street party scene. Each one also 
provides entertainment which includes 
spectacular go-go boys dancing on the 
bars, amazing music videos mixed with 
clips of gay nostalgia and special events on 
selected days featuring amateur contests. 
The “local talent” is amazing! Just a block 
away you'll find Café Lafitte In Exile, the 
oldest standing gay bar in New Orleans, 
which features constant drag show 
entertainment. Also, a block away, lies the 
Good Friends Queen Head Pub—and the 
name says it all. On Fridays, The Corner 
Pocket is the place to start and if you’re 
looking for a truly sexual back room 
experience, the Rawhide 2010 is a 
happening place. A short taxi ride away 
from the crowds, the Country Club 
provides an all-day experience, with a 
swimming pool that allows for daytime 
nude sunbathing, three bars and a dance 
floor to keep you busy twenty-four hours a 
day. All the other nightlife choices provide 
entertainment for every gay person no 
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matter what their taste or desire. The one 
constant factor in the French Quarter is 
that southern hospitality rules and the 
party is sure to go on 24/7. 

With such an incredible scene, you'll 
need to pick up a local gay publication to 
find out what’s happening everywhere. 
Even if you travel with a Damron guide, 
the local papers will quickly get you up to 
speed on what’s happening. Impact News 
and Ambush are two which cover New 
Orleans and The Gulf South. Most 


importantly, there is the New Orleans 
Informer, a guide in a handy pocket 
format which targets the local scene. All 
of these come out every two weeks with 
current event information. They are 
readily available at Alternatives store at 
909 Bourbon, in the heart of the gay 
ghetto. 

If that isn’t enough with all of this gay 
culture, consider taking the Gay Heritage 
Tour, a two-and-a-half hour walking tour 
depicting the events that shaped an era in 
New Orleans. It illuminates such 


personalities as Tennessee Williams, Ellen 
DeGeneres, Oliver Stone and even Anita 
Bryant. This campy, humourous tour runs 
twice a week, Wednesdays and Saturdays, 
at $20 per person and it begins at the 
Alternatives store. 

If you’re beginning to feel “gayed 
out,” don’t forget that there are many other 
tourist attractions for which the city is 
famous. The Scandal Tour gives all kinds 
of gossip on colourful local pirates, 
politicians, prostitutes and priests. It 
includes corruption, real New Orleans 
history and, as an added bonus, fashion 
errors. For a little mystery, the Ghost and 
Cemetery or Vampire and Voodoo tours 
will make sure you don’t want to spend 
the night alone. Take a plantation 
adventure tour and step back in time along 
the Mississippi River where the 
Antebellum mansions revisit a southern 
way of life long since past. On the 
Literary Garden Tour you can see the 
house where Anne Rice spent her 
childhood and view the home of the 
“Mayfair Witches,” where Rice currently 
resides. The sets of Interview With The 
Vampire and Double Jeopardy are also on 
offer. An airboat swamp tour will take 
you into the wilds, with alligators 
snapping, and a steamboat jazz cruise will 
help you experience the Dixieland jazz 
days on the Mississippi. 

It really is true when they say “no 
matter what you’re looking for, you'll find 
it in New Orleans.” And the French 
Quarter promises the gay and lesbian 
experience of a lifetime. These 
southerners have earned their reputation 
honestly and deserve a visit so they can 
share it with you. Take advantage of their 
unique gay-friendly hospitality where 
Mardi Gras extends throughout the year.

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A visually appealing merger 
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by Scott Clark 

There is an important merger 
happening in Calgary that will benefit 
artists and artlovers alike. It may seem 
like a minor occurance, but the alliances 
that are forming are making 
prospects of viewing art much more 
accessible. Artwalk (which is now in its 
seventeenth year) and Artweek will 
converge to become Art Walk Festival 
2000. This time around the event is 
bigger, bolder and better. Fortunately, 
The Calgary Foundation has supplied a 
grant of $10,000 to facilitate this 
integration. Since corporate sponsorship 
is limited, this support will help in 
reaching a bigger mass audience, 
according to Peter Boyd, the president of 
Art Walk Festival 2000. 

“The public used to see two guides, 
which can be confusing,” Boyd says.

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“The perception came across 
competitive. Now with the merger, ees 
is one voice speaking, which will have 
more impact. The Calgary Foundation 
had the vision to step up and support this 
event, allowing the arts to become more 
effective and efficient.” 

The festival is also receiving 
support from other organizations, such 
as The Aiberta Foundation for the Arts 
and Calgary Regional Arts Foundation. 

This new merger will give the 
festival more of a presence, and the 
combined resources will produce better 
exposure and public accessibility. The 
organizers of the festival are hoping to 
get more people out by placing 
advertisements that will reach over 
200,000 households. As well, the 
festival will run longer this year. The 
gala opening of the event will take place 
on September 15th and coincide with the 
official grand opening of the new Art 
Gallery of Calgary, located on Stephen 
Avenue Mall. Also taking part in the 
celebration will be forty-five to fifty 
galleries, situated mostly in the 
downtown area. Special events and 
activities on the weekend of the 16th and 
the 17th will take place at these 
locations. On the 17th, in the vicinity of 
Olympic Plaza, there will be artists 
working and designing a series of 
charattes (working movable models 
representing proposed exhibition space). 
The goal of this event is to create a series 
of alternative spaces where impromptu 
and innovative exhibitions and events 
can occur. There will also be more 
peripheral focus on programs and 
speakers. Boyd sees this as an 
opportunity to expand and showcase 
other arenas of art. Susan Szenasy, the 
editor of Metropolis magazine, will be 
one of several key-note speakers at this 
event. IMCA, the Institute for Modern 
and Contemporary Art, will have four 
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shows on display, featuring a range of 
architecture, design and visual elements. 
With sites such as IMCA, Art Gallery of 
Calgary and ACAD, the public will have 
access to plenty of venues in which to 
examine and explore the work. As well, 
these facilities will aid in providing 
space to focus on featured programs and 
speakers. 

Boyd is also pleased to announce the 
return of the Alberta Biennial of 
Contemporary Art. “We have played a 
key role in bringing back the biennial— 
a survey of local contemporary art for 
the past two years,” he says. “Since the 
Glenbow was unable to hold the event 
due to lack of resources, a partnership 
between Illingworth Kerr gallery and the 
Art Gallery of Calgary was formed to 
make this possible. Thanks to this union, 
the Biennial is still in existence.” 

Generated and circulated by the 
Edmonton Art Gallery, with the 
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STEPHANIE FREED 


assistance of the Glenbow Museum, the 
Biennial will be making an appearance 
in Calgary this year. Boyd explains the 
importance of this project. “Now with 
the Art Walk Festival facilitating this 
project, it is a great advertising 
perspective which gets the public 
informed about contemporary art.” 

Gregory Elgstrand, the 
director/curator of the Art Gallery of 
Calgary, is also enthused by the 
significance of this show. “The Biennial 
is a great opportunity to showcase a 
great number of artists who live and 
work in Alberta,” he says. 
“Contemporary art is not just a reflection 
of society, it is also a participant. This 
show is celebratory and challenging— 
we are featuring twenty-five talented 
artists who are directly involved in the 
cultural make-up of Alberta. 
Showcasing this relationship is integral 
to the local culture.” The Biennial will 
continue to be open to the public for at 
least a month after the Art Walk Festival 
is over. 

The festival, in this transitional year, 
is yielding many opportunities to 
broaden the scope of art appreciation. 
“It’s been a long time coming,” 
Elgstrand says. “The idea is to share 
resources and to have audiences grow.” 
And, with partnerships forming and the 
spaces expanding, this year’s celebration 
of the arts is a good indicator of the local 
art climate. 

“We’re here for the artists. We are 
here to create an audience for the aris,” 
Peter Boyd stresses. “During the 
festival, people can feel less intimidated 
about entering a gallery. They can come 
with a group of friends and check out 
everything from wildlife to the hard- 
edge contemporary art. We are very 
inclusive and open to a broad audience, 
making this event a friendly experience 
for all who attend.”

Anyone up for a little Greek action? 
he proposition strikes. your fancy, then 
check out Head On, a surprisingly hot 
little film from Down Under that isn’t 
afraid to address what happens “down 
under” when young gay hormones are 


raging. Head On is about the closeted 
son of Greek immigrants living in 


Australia, a young man caught between 
three worlds (Greek custom, western pop 
culture and the gay underground), all of 
which possess a strong draw for him. 

At the film’s start, we see Ari (Alex 
Dimitriades) make a hasty departure 
from the traditional wedding he’s 
attending, disgusted by the lack of 
possibilities such a lifestyle holds for 
him. He soon finds a “possibility” of 
another sort in the form of a back alley 
stranger, an encounter that provides him 
with masturbatory fantasies for days to 
come (double entendre not intended, but 
it works nonetheless!). 

Ari’s frustration stems from a variety 
of sources, not the least of which is his 

rents obsessive need to fit in. At one 
point. he is scolded for bringing disgrace 
upon the family merely for staying out all 
night. He is told emphaticaily that “You 
have to lie, because if you tell everyone 

truth they use it against you,” a 
philosophy that does not bode well for a 
Ari 
knows that his need for male contact is 
much more than what is allowed by his 
rather demonstratively affectionate 
Mediterranean culture—a culture that is 
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uccessful coming out process. 


still, unfortunately, very homophobic. 
His frustration leads to a vicious cycle of 
sleeping around, shooting up and acting 
out—all options that seem more than 
reasonable when faced with the prospect 
of exile within the immigrant community. 

As the film progresses, Ari becomes 
so used to the furtive, back alley sex that 
his ‘closet’ provides that, when the time 


comes for real intimacy, he is 
emotionally crippled and unable to 
connect. 


Alex Dimitriades brings much to his 
portrayal of the tortured Ari; he is it once 
gruff, cocky, vulnerable and endearing. 
It also doesn’t hurt that he’s a sexy 
bugger to boot—you get the feeling that 
you could watch him do something as 
reprehensible as slaughtering kittens and 
it would still be a turn-on. The rest of the 
cast ranges from competent to brilliant in 
their performances. the latter being 
particularly applicable to Paul Capsis in 
the role of Johnny/Toula. Capsis is a 
marvel to watch as Ari’s thoroughly 
out—and outrageous—transsexual 
childhood pal, effortlessly making all of 
his scenes high points in the film. 

Head On is a sexy, garish little gem 
of a film, one that manages to capture a 
feeling of the pressures that exist within 
its characters as well as the outside forces 
that help to create and sustain them. 
Visual detail is often relayed in a lurid 
voyeuristic fashion

’ filtered through Ari’s lust or sensation of 


“tripping out,” a technique that manages 
to connect the viewer with the character 
in some instances and create a sense of 
alienation in others. {t should be said, 
however, that this film is quite candid in 
its portrayals of sexual! carryings on (it 
could have easily been called Every Time 
I Leave The House I Get A Blowjob) and 
is not recommended to those for whom 
such things are distasteful. Beyond that, 
it’s a winner, a keeper and it’s 
definitely one to “put on the list.” 
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Love Is The Devil: study for a 
portrait of Francis Bacon

The life of British painter Francis 
Bacon is the stuff of legends. And now, 
according to the new release Love Is The 
Devil, movies as well, Bacon, known as 
much for his flamboyance and appetite 
for hedonism as he is for his work, was a 
perfect real-life fit in the role of tortured 
artist—a role that has filled on 
celluloid by an actor who can live up to 
the challenge into 
caricature or melodrama. 
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British thesp Derek Jacobi (known 
on this side of the Atiantic for his 
brilliant turn in the title role on 
Masterpiece Theatre's I, Claudius) offers 
a vivid and engaging look at the man 
behind the canvas. Better still, Jacobi 
manages to make the notoriously 
unlikable artist come off as a colourfully 
sympathetic, if curmudgeonly, character. 
Love Is The Devil: study for a 
portrait of Francis Bacon is a‘kind of 
“hyper-real hypothesis” that attempts to 
capture what Bacon’s life could have 
been like. The story begins as the painter 
stumbies upon “not much of a burglar” 
casing his studio one night. After 
Bacon’s proposition (“take your clothes 
off, come to bed... and you can have 
anything you want”), the two men 
become lovers of sorts. What follows is 
a tortured, torturous and tumultuous 
affair that pits both men against their 
inner demons and, in turn, each other. 
The film depicts Bacon at the height 
of his career in the 1960s, an 
accomplished artist who tempered his 


success with self-destructive behavior - 
and rough trade diversions. George, the 
burglar (excellently played by Daniel 
Craig), is both, and feeds Bacon’s 
appetite handily. At one point, Bacon 
tells his ‘paramour’ that he is “a sorbet; 
you cleanse the palette between courses.” 
The “courses” to which Bacon refers is 
the collection of art world sycophants 
which gather around him, and the 
colourful crew of misfits the artist calls 
“friends.” Tilda Swinton is brilliantly 
funny as Muriel, the ringleader of the 
latter camp, a vile, horse-toothed barfly 
who refers to Bacon simply as 
“daughter.” Derek Jacobi, as mentioned 
before, is incredible in the title role. It is 
what I refer to as a “Gandhi 
performance,” the type of portrayal that 
makes the actor disappear entirely, 
leaving only a living, breathing character. 
Throughout the film, we are treated to 
poetic and beautifully delivered 
commentary from Jacobi-as-Bacon, an 
eloquent narrative on the peaks and 
valleys of the artist’s life. 

The film is shot. at times, like a 
series of murky, drunken recollections, 
underscored by the eerie music of 
composer Ryuichi Sakamoto. Maybury’s 
direction is skillful and inobtrusive, a 
stylish guiding hand that never interferes 
with the substance of the story, Details 
are key in the director’s composition of 
the cinematic portrait: a close-up of white 
and red paint being mixed on the palette 
evokes images of blood and semen— 
they, like the paint, the other two 
precious fluids in Bacon’s life. 

Love Is The Devil can, by no means, 
be classified as a “happy” fiim. But it is 
a very good one, worthy of its honour as 
an Official Selection at the Cannes 
Festival, and worth more than one 
attentive viewing.

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Daniel Wolfe:

Who’s afraid of Daniel Wolfe? 
Perhaps the only people who would 
answer that question in the affirmative are 
those threatened by—or scared of—the 
dissemination of frank and useful 
information. Wolfe is the author of Men 
Like Us, a staggering volume recently 
released by Ballantine Books in 
conjunction with New York’s Gay Men’s 
Health Crisis. (See review of Men Like Us 
on page 35.) In an exclusive interview, 
Outlooks caught up with Wolfe over the 
phone from his home in New York. 

Outlooks: Was there a_ single 
deciding incident or issue that made you 
decide to write this book, or did a series of 
factors contribute to the creation of Men 
Like Us? 

Wolfe: The single most important 
factor, I’m happy to say, was that the 
“bigger conversation” about gay health 
was now possible. I think ten years ago it 
would have been impossible for me or 
GMHC, which is the organization that 
supported me through the writing of the 
book, to contemplate a discussion about a 
wide range of concerns. AIDS was so 
pressing that it seemed impossible or 
inappropriate to talk about anything else. 
Who wanted to talk about aging, for 
example, when so many of us wouldn’t 
be? Or people would say “Cholesterol?! 
My problem should be cholesterol!” Now, 
it’s not that AIDS is over, but people— 
positive and negative—are living long 
enough to realize that there’s a range of 
health concerns out there that we need to 
be thinking about. 

Outlooks: What was the most 
important thing that you wanted the book 
to achieve? 

Wolfe: For me the most important 
thing was taking the lesson of the AIDS 
movement, as I’d experienced it in the 
U.S., and broadening that. And that 
lesson, in a nutshell, is the power of the 
“personal”—we didn’t want this book to 
be just a finger-wagging medical 
professional instructing you on what you 
should and should not do. It’s become 
very easy for doctors and even AIDS 
educators to get very “outcome oriented.” 
To say “If you rim you wi// get parasites 
and hepatitis” or “If you have unprotected 
sex you will get HIV.” What has gotten 
lost in that jump to outcomes is the whole 
range of complicated calculations, 
feelings, thoughts and decisions that go 
into living our lives. 

Outlooks: I noticed that the book is 
careful to point out both the pleasures and 
the risks of certain things. 

Wolfe: J think that there’s been a 
mistaken idea of health as just “freedom 
from disease” when, in fact, the words 
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“health” and “wholeness” come from the 
same root. If you’re really going to talk 
about health you need to talk about mind, 
body and spirit—and you need to talk 
about how you put those things together in 


a way that works for you. I was 
shocked—and this is another very 
important point that catalysed the writing 
of the book—to discover, in interviewing 
hundreds of men, that people going in for 
treatment of something simple like anal 
warts were being told by doctors that if 
they wanted to stay healthy they shouldn’t 
be putting anything up there. And that’s 
obviously advice that no straight man 
would ever get going to a doctor for penile 
warts because it’s understood the sexual 
pleasure is an integral part of life. But it’s 
very easy for the health-care establishment 
to prescribe away gay pleasures because, 
for the most part, those are the pleasures 
that aren’t important to the doctors doing 
the prescribing. At the risk of a bad gay 
pun, I really wanted this book to put in a 
strong plug for anal pleasure. 

Outlooks: Were honesty and diversity 
key factors in how this book evolved to 
being such an informed, and informative, 
overview? 

Wolfe: One of the things I really 
wanted to do, and had the support to do, 
was capture a range of different voices and 
get away from the “one prescription for 
all,” particularly when it came to sexual 
matters. Perhaps the only thing that’s true 
about sex is what really turns you on is not 
necessarily the thing that’s going to turn 
on somebody else. I really wanted to get 
at the variety of gay life and experience 
and have different people’s voices 
speaking for the pleasures that are 
important to them. 
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Outlooks: In your acknowl- 
edgements I noticed you thanked a 
number of people for their contributions to 
the book, and you say that what they did 
was for little or no compensation; was it 
difficult find these people or did the 
project build momentum on its own and 
attract them? 

Wolf: Well, one of the great things 
about working through GMHC, which is 
the biggest AIDS organization in the U.S., 
is that many people already recognized 
our commitment to gay men. There are 
probably twenty writers, a dozen interns, 
researchers and “regular” men who 
conducted all kinds of workshops, focus 
groups and Internet surveys to gather 
information. In a way, the process of 
writing the book echoed the intent of 
creating the community that motivated it 
in the first place. This discussion of gay 
health did not, and does not, centre around 
me at all. We passed out fliers and cards 
that said, “Help write the book on gay 


men’s health” at Pride marches, we did . 


interviews over the Internet, and 
we got men to come in for 
workshops then drew from all of 
that. 

Outlooks: Given what you 
know now in terms of research 
for the book and topics that 
you’ve covered, do you think the 
day will come when an agency 
like the Gay Men’s Health Crisis 
will become the Gay Men’s 
Health Management Centre? 

Wolfe: I’m very glad that it 
was an AIDS organization that 
put out a book that is so much 
broader than AIDS. I think the 
way it is now in the U.S. and our 
conflict-prone gay community, 
the health discussion is often 
framed as the AIDS dinosaurs vs. 
the new holistic-thinking gay 
health activists. And I think that 
distinction is—or at least I hope it 
should be—a false one. I think 
that good AIDS services were 
always about more than pills to 
treat HIV and condoms to contain 
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think to a certain extent, whatever GMHC 
is called, the transformation has occurred 
and people are recognizing that health 
really does mean consideration of the 
whole... that’s w-h-o-l-e! [Laughs.] 

Outlooks: The book is not the least 
bit “preachy.” That said, do you practice 
what you preach? Are you Mr. Health 
Boy? 

Wolfe: Of course not! One of the real 
lessons of health or wholeness is that it’s 
an ideal you aspire to, not a goal you 
actually achieve. The biggest thing I 
preach—and this I do practice—is the 
exchange of information with other 
friends, and a recognition that nobody has 
all the answers. 

Outlooks: I understand that you had a 
rather interesting reading recently at a 
Barnes & Noble in New York—care to 
elaborate? 

Wolfe: [Laughs.] I did not realize, at 


the time of the reading, that my 


microphone carried my voice throughout 
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it. And good thinking about 
either HIV prevention or AIDS 
treatment needs to take into 
account the whole of our lives. I 
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this rather enormous store, so my heraldic 
recitation of Rimbaud’s sonnet on 
rimming—which is one of my favorite 
parts of the book—was booming 
throughout the children’s section, the 
- science fiction section and pretty much 
everywhere else! I noticed a store 
manager standing next to me kind of 
blanching as I “screamed out” my favorite 
verses. It was the first day of Pride month 
so I guess, in retrospect, that it was 
appropriate opening. 

Outlooks: You’re getting antes 
we’re all getting older—is that something 
that you personally find a bit daunting or 
are you looking forward to that journey? 
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Wolfe: Well, it’s a blend. I think that 
getting older is one of the great 
unexplored and undiscussed aspects of 
gay men’s lives. I don’t want to lay blame 
for that entirely on gay men themselves 
because I think that our society in general 
has very little use for the ‘old’ in an era 
when we’re on our tenth version of 
Microsoft Word. 

Outlooks: In the book, you speak of 
mentoring roles within the gay community 
as a way of bridging the gap. 

Wolfe: Yes. On the upside, I found in 
doing interviews that gay men may 
actually have the tools for more successful 
aging than straight men. We've already 
made peace with the fact that our family 
may not be the only source of support, 


we've come through a crisis of 
redefinition in our lives where we left the 
‘familiar’ and learned to find a network of 
friends. And we often have—though I 
hesitate to say always—flexibility and 
humour in the face of adversity. All of 
those things are powerful tools for aging; 
it remains to be seen if we can employ 
them in our own favour. Obviously it’s 
easy to get lost in the sea of backwards 
baseball caps and nicely buffed, tattooed 
arms. Mind you, I read a study that asked 
straight men over forty to name close 
friends besides their spouses and two- 
thirds couldn’t name any. I think gay men 
would do better on that test and that’s 
something to be proud of. 
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It’s summer and everything’s heating up! 
Not only outside, but inside as well—and 
along with all that s-e-x comes another three 
letters that aren’t as much fun. No, I am not 
talking about HIV, I’m talking about STDs, or 
sexually transmitted diseases. As gay men we 
hear a lot about HIV and AIDS, but often 
forget to think about the other viruses and 
bacteria that are out there. While many of 
them may not be life threatening, they can still 
be a pain in the... well, you know. 

A good thing to remember about STDs is 
that most of them are organisms and cannot 
live outside of the human body—which 
means that you can’t catch them from toilet 
seats, insect bites, drinking cups or swimming 
pools. You actually have to do the “dirty 
deed” with someone else to catch them. The 
good thing about this is that STDs are 
preventable, and you can lower your risk of 
catching them in the same ways you lower 
your risk for HIV: having sex with only one 
partner, using condoms consistently and 
correctly, never sharing needles and avoiding 
higher risk activities. It’s your choice. You 
have to make the one that’s right for you. 

Here is a breakdown of common STDs, 
so you can be better prepared to avoid them. 
It is important to remember that this is only 
the most basic of information about some of 
the most common STDs. For further 
information, contact the STD Clinic at (403) 
297-6562. It is located across from Eau Claire 
Market at #107 319 2Ave SW. 


HEPATITIS 

Hepatitis is a word we hear a lot these 
days. It literally means “inflammation of the 
liver” and comes in many types, including a 
very dangerous variety known as hepatitis C. 
Hep C is most often spread through 
contaminated blood, but you don’t need a 
transfusion to catch it. A microscopic amount 
of infected blood may be enough to give you 
the infection. Shared needles (even tattooing 
needles), razors, toothbrushes and sex toys 
can all pass the virus between individuals. 
Hepatitis C can produce a severe and life- 
threatening infection, which can lead to liver 
failure and even death. The best way to avoid 
hep C is to never share needles. Always use a 
clean or sterilized needle any time you are 
piercing the skin. This includes tattooing, 
insulin injections and piercings, as well as 
drug use. 

The Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC) classifies hep C as a 
sexually transmitted disease in men who have 
sex with men. Although the virus is probably 
in semen, it appears difficult to catch from 
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unprotected anal sex. 

Another variety of hepatitis to worry 
about is hepatitis B. The virus is found in the 
body of an infected person and is spread 
through sexual intercourse with an infected 
partner, exposure to infected blood or from an 
infected mother to her child during birth or 
breast feeding. Hep B is not spread through 
casual contact, such as hugging, shaking 
hands and sharing bathroom facilities. 
Symptoms usually develop slowly and may 
not occur for up to 160 days after sexual 
contact. They can consist of loss of appetite, 
nausea, vomiting, abdominal pain, jaundice, 
joint pain and skin rashes. Sometimes 
infected people have no symptoms at all but 
can still pass the virus along to others. 

There is no cure for hep B. However, 
about ninety percent of people infected will 
get well and develop a lifelong immunity. 
The remaining ten percent are chronic carriers 
and might develop cirrhosis or cancer of the 
liver over a period of years. Approximately 
one to three percent of people who get Hep B 
will die from it. 


GONORRHEA (THE CLAP) 

The most likely place of infection is in 
the urethra; however, the rectum and throat 
can also be affected. The usual symptoms 
include a discharge of pus from the urethra or 
rectum and a burning pain when urinating. 
Occasionally, the gonorrhea bacteria causes 
an internal infection which produces a type of 
painful arthritis and a skin rash. Symptoms 
usually show up within a week of sexual 
contact. 

Gonorrhea is easily passed from one 
infected person to another during oral and 
anal sex, so be careful. Up to twenty percent 
of infected men will not show any symptoms. 
The good news is that gonorrhea can always 
be cured with antibiotics, although you must 
identify it quickly, as untreated gonorrhea can 
lead to serious problems in men’s 
reproductive organs. Fortunately, there are 
tests which can detect gonorthea even in men 
who show no symptoms. 


CHLAMYDIA 

Chlamydia is very similar to gonorrhea 
and could be confused with it. One to three 
weeks after sexual contact an infected person 
may see a clear, mucous-like discharge from 
the penis that could burn. The symptoms 
could recur if it goes untreated. Problems 
with the prostate and testicles can develop if it 
continues untreated. 

Chlamydia is also curable, but the 
antibiotics are different from those of

gonorrhea, and therefore it is important to get 
tested to find out which one you have. 


SYPHILIS (THE POX) 

Syphilis can involve many parts of the 
body if it is not treated. The disease goes 
through three stages and each one can be 
mistaken for other illnesses. Like the other 
illnesses, it is important to get tested to know 
which treatment is necessary. 

The first stage usually begins in the first 
three weeks after sexual contact. An infected 
person will see a painless sore called a 
chancre (pronounced shang-ker) develop on 
any part of the body where the germs entered. 
This is usually on the sex organs or inside the 
mouth or rectum where it may go undetected. 

The next stage lasts two to six weeks and 
involves a rash that can appear anywhere on 
the body. As well, there can be a loss of 
appetite, fatigue, fever, hair loss and swollen 
glands. Finally, the third stage develops 
anywhere from two to forty years after the 
symptoms of stage two have disappeared. 
The syphilis germs can invade vital organs 
and cause serious problems such as blindness, 
paralysis, deafness and heart disease. 

The good news is that syphilis can be 
cured at any stage. Remember, the earlier the 
treatment begins, the less chance there is of 
serious complications developing or 
spreading the disease to others. Getting tested 
and diagnosed can prevent serious 
complications. ‘ 


HERPES 

Herpes is a common cold sore that can 
occur in the genital region if passed during 
direct physical contact with an infected 
person. The symptoms will usually begin one 
week following intimate sexual contact, but 
can occasionally take a few weeks or months. 

Symptoms may begin with a tingling or 
burning sensation in the affected area. Fluid- 
filled blisters appear and soon break to form 
shallow, painful ulcers on the skin. One may 
also experience headaches, fever or a general 
feeling of unwellness. Sores will usually heal 
on their own but will probably reappear 
eventually. Each new outbreak is less painful 
and shorter. 

The bad news is that there is still no cure 
for herpes; we can only treat the symptoms to 
lessen discomfort. 


VENEREAL WARTS 
Venereal warts are flesh-coloured 
growths which appear on or around the penis, 
testicles or rectum and can vary in size, shape 
and number. They are passed directly from an 
infected partner through intimate contact. It is

important for anyone who notices unusual 
growths in the genital area to seek medical 
attention immediately, as venereal warts can 
resemble growths caused by other, more 
serious STDs. Also, a doctor can remove 
venereal warts with one of several methods. 


CRABS (PUBIC LICE) 

Crabs are tiny insects that live on or 
around body hair usually in the pubic area. 
They are about the size of a pinhead and can 
be seen by the naked eye. The adult crabs lay 
eggs (which usually won’t wash off) on the 
shaft of the hair. Worse than the disgusting 
nature of the experience is the itchiness 
caused by the insects’ bites. Still, it is possible 
to have crabs for a few weeks before even 
noticing them. 

Crabs are easily spread from one person 
to another through intimate sexual contact. 
Since crabs can live outside the body for up to 
two days, it is also possible to get them by 
sharing unlaundered bedding, towels or 
underclothing of an infected person. Only 
specific medicated lotions and shampoos can 
get rid of crab lice and their eggs. You can 
find these without a prescription at most drug 
stores. Follow the instructions closely as 
crabs will often recur if all directions for 
treatment are not followed properly. 


DIAGNOSIS & TREATMENTS 

Contact the STD clinic for more 
information on any STDs. Early diagnosis 
and prevention are the best methods of 
dealing with them. Being conscious of STDs 
while making choices about your sexuality 
will help you stay healthy and enjoy your sex 
life!

Men Like Us, by Daniel Wolfe 

Published by the Gay Men’s Health 
Crisis and Ballantine Books 
review by David Crosson 

To describe a self-help/reference book 
as a “page-turner” is, at best, a stretch—but 
it’s the only way to sum up the powerful 
nature of the recent release Men Like Us. 
Written by Daniel Wolfe, the former 
director of communications for the New 
York-based Gay Men’s Health Crisis, Men 
Like Us offers a staggering volume of both 
information and inspiration when it comes 
to the lives and lifestyles of gay men. 
Hovering somewhere in size between a 
September issue of Vogue and the Sears 
Christmas Catalogue (and infinitely more 
useful than either), this book is not so much 
an owner’s manual as it is a Bible of 
existence for homo homo sapiens 
everywhere. In fact, were it not for some of 
the “edgier” details of our lives chronicled 
within, I would suggest that Men Like Us be 
required reading for any male over the age 
of twelve. 

In the last fifteen or so years, health 
issues concerning homosexual men have 
been rooted primarily in the AIDS crisis. 
And, while AIDS is by no means behind us, 
it has become but one component in the 
bigger picture of our existence. Now, with a 
greater handle on the spread of the illness 


and lowered mortality rates, age-related 
health threats such as prostate cancer and 
cardiovascular disease are entering the 
discussion. Men Like Us is at the forefront 
of addressing these concerns loudly, proudly 
and, above all, with authority. 

More than a treatise on “health” 
(though that theme does figure prominently) 
this book focuses more on the overall issues 
of “wellness”. Billed as a “complete guide 
to gay men’s sexual, physical and emotional 
well-being”, Men Like Us takes on 
everything from sexual fetishes, grooming 
and exercise to intimacy, spirituality and 
mental health. Unlike similar efforts on 
some, or all, of these subjects, Wolfe’s book 
is anything but a ‘dry’ read. Men Like Us 
strives to engage and entice the reader, and 
does so successfully by employing both 
humour and candid revelations from a 
variety of contributors (figure skater Rudy 
Galindo and Broadway icon Jerry Herman 
are among the more noteworthy). Never 
once is preaching or judgment allowed to 
get in the way of the honest sharing of 
information. 

For example, a section dealing with 
recreational drug use not only informs 
applicable parties what to expect from each 
“party favour,” but also how to reduce their 
harmful effects or avoid complications if 
protease inhibitors are also at work in the 
user’s body. The overall tone of the book is 
governed by the adage that knowledge is 


power, ond everything from party cabal to 
sexual practices are addressed in a 
cautionary yet realistic manner—in other 
words, if you’re going to do it, do it 
responsibly. And if you’re not going to do it 
responsibly, be aware of the consequences. 

Perhaps one of the most inspirational 
chapters in the book is the one entitled 
“Coming of Age,” a valuable resource for 
those entering—or enjoying—their 
“golden” years. In this instance, Wolfe 
pushes the envelope to the margins of gay 
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society and includes advice for the elderly 
on topics ranging from financial security 
and retirement homes to mentoring and 
ageism. 

In interviews, Wolfe has indicated that 
he felt it was important that the book not 
subscribe to any single notion of male 
homosexuality. The title was, in fact, 
selected as a pointed reference to the 
diversity that exists within the population, 
an indication to the reader that there are 
indeed “men like him” elsewhere in the 
world, even if he has had no immediate 


contact with those who share his 
experiences as an individual. 
Several years hence, it will be 


interesting to see the kind of impact that 
Men Like Us will have had on the 
community. By virtue of its scope and sense 
of inclusion, it would come as no surprise if 
this book were to acheive the status of other 
landmark releases such as The Joy of Gay 
Sex, among others. Daniel Wolfe and the 
Gay Men’s Health Crisis should be heartily 
commended for a job well done.
